2. (Currently Amended) The enteric film coating dry composition of claim 1, 
comprising firom about 20-90 % of the methacrylate copolymer by weight of the 

] compositio n, proferobly fi'om 10 75 % by w e ight of the composition . 

/ 3. (Currently Amended) The enteric film coating dry composition of claim 1, 

comprising a plogtioizor, profembly p olyethylene glycol 6000 as the plasticizer . 

4. (Currently Amended) The enteric film coating dry composition of claim 1, 
comprising fi'om about 5-30 % of the plasticizer by weight of the compositio n, pref e rably 
from 5 25 Vk) by weight of th e oomposition .

5. (Currently Amended) The enteric film coating dry composition of claim 1, 
i comprising ef -talcum as ft - the fi lm coating d etackifie r. proforably toloum , 
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6. (Currently Amended) The enteric film coating dry composition of claim 1 , 
comprising from about 7.5-35 % of the film coating d etackifier by weight of the 
compositio n, preferably from 10 30% by weight of tho oompooition , 

7. (Currently Amended) The enteric film coating dry composition of claim 1 , 
comprising ^titanium dioxide as the a ftonacifie rv preferably titanium dioxid e. 

8. (Currently Amended) The enteric film coating dry composition of claim 1 , 
comprising fix)m about 0. 1 -40 % of the wopacifier by weight of the composition; 
pref e rably from 2.5 30% by w e ight of th e composition. 

9. (Currently Amended) The enteric fihn coating dry composition of claim [UllM, 
optionolly c omprising of pigments, pr e f e rably F D&C and D&C lakes or mixtures thereof 
as the pigments , 

10. (Currently Amended) The enteric film coating dry composition of claim [[1]]I6, 
optionally c omprising from about 0 u p to 50 % of Aearpigments by weight of the 
composition, 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) A process of making a dry powder enteric film coating 
composition which may be reconstituted for obtaining an aqueous enteric suspension 
used for coating of substrates comprising of dry blending of the following ingredients: 

a. A methacrylate copolymer of Type C 

b. A plasticizer 

c. A film coating d etackifier 

d. An opacifier 

e. Optionally pigm e nt s 

[[I]]in a suitable mixer or food processor to achieve a uniform mix of the dry powder film 
coating composition. 
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12« (New) The enteric film coating dry composition of claim 1 ^ comprising from 40- 
75 % of the methacrylate copolymer by weight of the composition, 

13. (New) The enteric film coatmg dry composition of claim 1, comprising fix>m 5-25 
% of the plasticizer by weight of the composition. 

14. (New) The enteric film coating dry composition of claim 1, comprising fit>m 10- 
30 % of the film coating detackifier by weight of the composition. 

15. (New) The enteric film coating dry composition of claim 1, comprising from 
about 2.5-30 % of the opacifier by weight of the composition. 

16. (New) The enteric fibn coating dry composition of claim 1 , fiirther comprising 
pigments which are approved for use for human consmnption. 

17. (New) The process of making a dry powder enteric film coating composition of 
claim 11, wherein the composition fiirther comprises pigments. 
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
